P. 0. Business 
$6,000 Higher 
Than in 1943 
Business at the postoffice in 
1944 was $6,598.62 better than in 
1943, R. M. Gorham, postmaster, 
announced this week. The record 
shows $109,321.24 in revenue last 
year and $102,722.62 in revenue 
in 1943. 
The final quarter—October, No­ 
vember, December— saw $36,­ 
407.05 in postoffice business while 
the same quarter in 1943 was 
$1,000 lower—$35,333.02. 
MORE LIKE NORMAL 
In analyzing the figures for the 
year, Postmaster Gorham pointed 
out that the first quarter of 1944 
was $7,000 higher than the same 
quarter in 1943, indicating a re­ 
turn to the normal tourist season. 
The second quarter, $1,000 higher 
in 1944, carried out the same 
trend. 
The absence of soldiers on the 
desert with the resultant depar­ 
ture of their wives from Palm 
Springs resulted in the first 
“minus” sign on the postoffice 
books in the third quarter—the 
summer months of July, August 
and September.

DISCOVERS NIPS 


W ith three other flyers, Ens. 
Mooney discovered the Japanese 
fleet coming in at L eyte and re ­ 
m ained aloft, high above the his­ 
toric battle w hich resulted in 
such disaster for the Nips, radio­ 
ing in reports w hich aided in 
that great victory. W ayne M or­ 
ris, noted film star, w as a m em ­ 
ber of the group. 
S tarting with raid s on M arcus 
Island, A ir Group 15 destroyed
